So whilſt — con- 
ſume their Time in kiſſing, toying, fooling 
and dallying, they think themſelves in Para- 
diſe; they have ſtrange Chimeras of the Feli- 
cities of a wedded Life, and become in Love 
with a Yoke ; they long for Fetters, they run

The chief Ends and Deſigns of Marriage, 
I think: may fairly be reduced to two, vg. 
Society, and the Continuation of our Kind. 

Indeed did Marriage always, always, did I 
fay ! Nay, but once in a thouſand Times, an- 
95 the End of Society; could it but make us 
agree as we ought; could we be equally coupled, 
and ſo draw the ſame Way in our Yoke, (for 
remember tis but a Yoke at beſt) and thus make 
our Lives ſociable by doing each of us our re- 
ſpective Part, then were it an happy State, then 
might it be called a Heaven upon Earth. 

But let us conſider a little, what this ſweet 
Society in Marriage is; and then, whether 
or no it is uſually to be found. Firſt, There 


is ſomething to be done on both Sides to make 6 
it a true Marriage. 


As, the Man is to love the Woman with 2

| Chriſt himſelf, as it is fit in the Lord; becauſe 


ſhe was made out of Man, of his Rib. And ſhe 
was made for him, and not he for her ; Beſides 
foe was firſt in the Tranſgreſfſion , reverencing 
his Perſon, giving him all due Reſpects, as her 
Head, in Word and Deed, Carriage and De- 
portment, aſſiſting him in every Thing, ſuch 


as to · tender his Soul; to cheriſh his Body; to 


manage his Eſtate and Family; and to encreaſe 
it, if poſſible; and preſerve it; promoting. his 
Credit and Affairs, eſpecially in his Calling;

« be united and made one.” There is an In- 
tellective Love, as GOD, who is Love in the 
Abſtract, and ſo, Love may be ſaid to be with- 
out Father or Mother, being before the World 
was; and indeed, the Procatartick Cauſe of 
the World's Creation and Redemption 


Ante Deos omnes primum generavit Amorem. 


And ſo the Angels manifeſt their Love to- 
rr poor Mortals here on Earth, in rejoicing 
at the Converſion of us miſerable Sinners, and 
in guarding us; and therefore, I think, I may 
ſay, without the Imputation of Superſtition, | 
they pray. and make Interceſſion for us. Men 
have alſo an intellective Love, founded either 
on Pleaſure, Honeſty, or Profit To the firſt 
are reſerved all delightful Objects, Women, 
Children, Friends, fine Edifices, Sc. To the ſe- 
cond, Virtue, Wiſdom, and all that! 18 good. To 
the laſt, Profit, Health, Wealth, Honour, which 
ſeem indeed rather to be Defire, Covetouſpefs 
and Ambition, than Love. However, to theſe 
are all the. Deſires and Loves of Mankind re- 
oY __ various, yotiſee, as the Objects. 
Among

Among the innumerable raviſhing Objects 
which excite us to Love, and captivate our 
Souls, Beauty, though the moſt common, is 
not the leaſt. - There is a Beauty arifing from 
GOD : There is one Beauty of the Soul, a- 
nother of the Body. A Comelineſs and Grace in 
Virtue, and a refulgent Beauty. A Beauty from 
Speech, Geſture, Deportment, Action, Shape and 

Form of Creatures, &c. and their Names vary 


accordingly. . As the Love ef Womens Beau- 


ty is termed Luſtz of Pleaſure, Concupi- 
ſcence; of Honour, Ambition; of Money, 
Covetouſneſs, Sc. And is either Virtue of 
Vice; Good or Bad. A pious Love there is, 
as well as one heroich, vain; and fantaſtical. 
As Pauſanus makes two Venus's, one ancient 
and without a Mother, from Heaven and 
Celeſtial, the other younger begotten of 
Fupiter and Dion, which we commonly call 
Venus. The latter of which, is the Devil 
thou art poſſeſſed with; for fo Ficinus, in his 
Comment on the Place, calls theſe two Sorts 
of Love-Devils; or, good and bad Angels, 
to ſpeak to the common Capacity) that are 

ilh attending on our Souls. The former ele- 
vates our Spirits and Souls to Heaven; the 
latter depreſſes them to Hell. The firſt is from 
GO D; the latter from the Devit. Lucian 
ſays, one Love was born in the Sea, which is 
* raging in young Mens Breaſts, as the Sea 
“ ztfelf, and cauſe burning Luſt ; the other is 
« that golden Chain which was let down from 
« Heaven, and with a divine R 


—_ — >» og a 
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7 Soul nade after the Image of God, flirri n"g 
“ ws up to comprehend the innate and incor 
* tible Beauty, to which we were once created.” 

The former Devil, however, that thou 
haſt i in thee carries the Bell, and 1 is moſt com. 
monly received for Venus. From whence 
this Devil came, whence he ſprang, and what 
his Original was, is hard to determine. Some 
think this troubleſome Felkw to be begotten: — 
Porus the God of Liberality and Generoſity, of 
Penia, Poverty; when ſhe came a begging to 
a Place, where all the Gods were invited to 
a Merry- meeting on Venus Birth-day, when 
Porus half fuddled begot him, quite intoxi- 
cated with Penia; and therefore Venus, ever 
ſince, attends u 1 him. Others tell us, he 
was prior to all the Gods, and ſprang from 


Terra and Chaos; many, again, will have it, 


the, at firſt, Men were as it were double, hav- 

two Heads, four Arms, four Feet, &c. 
and for their Pride, thinking themſelves in no 
wiſe inferior to the Gods, were by them, at 
a general Council, divided into two; and 
ſo by Love, they hope to be again made 
one. And this Fiction agrees very well with 
Moſes, Male and Female, f. ays he, were in one 


Fleſh; * and when ſeparated, made one Fleſh 


again. And this Fancy has given others Oe- 


caſion to feign it thus; that Yulcan, the God 


of Smiths, meeting, once upon a Time, two 
Lovers, he _ them aſk what they would. of 
"I him,

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him, and he would grant it; they begged 
to be new forged in his Laboratory, and to 
be made one, which he preſently did, and 
true Lovers have ever ſince, either became 
one, or at leaſt deſired to be ſo. Others again, 
will have this Braf to be the very ſame Fire 
Prometheus fetched from Heaven. But when 
we have done all, we muſt conclude his Pedi- 
gree to be ſo ancient as no Poet could ever yet 
find cut his Antiquity, being as old as the 
World itſelf; or at leaſt as the Exiſtence and 
Being of Man. Begotten only of 39 0 

and an Idle, itching Humour, not worthy 4 
ſober Man's Thought. 
And yet, as idle as it is, ſuch is its Univet- 
ſality and ſovereign Power, that it has given 
Occaſion, not perhaps unjuſtly, to the Poets, 
to eſteem him a God, and that of the firſt 
Rank, commanding Jupiter himſelf to deſcend 
in a golden Shower, and to be metamorpho- 
ſed into a Bull, a Shepherd, a Satyr, a Swan, 
a Cuckoo, or any other Shape to enjoy his 
Deſire: Nay, as Lucian's Juno upbraids him, 
even Cupid s Play- game. And the fame Au- 
thor brings him in, complaining of Cupid tor- 
menting him at ſuch a Rate, he could enjoy 
no Quiet for him. Sullen Saturn alſo was ac- 
tuated by this Heat, and became his meer 
Slave all over Crete. Neither could the furi- 
* ous God of War, Mars, reſiſt his Strokes, but 
became his Captive ; making him roar louder 
than Stentor, and tript up his Heels, ſo that 
hows i nine Acres of Ground wic bis

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Fall. So Vulcan being caſt down from Hea- 
ven by him, though he was a Summer's Day 
in falling, at laſt ſtruck upon Lemos: ie, 


broke his Leg, and bitterly complained: of -his 


Fury. In like Manner he inſulted Mercury, 
Pan, Bacchus, and the reſt. Neptune him- 
ſelf with his Ocean could nor quench one of 
his Flames. And frigid Cynthia bewails the 
Tortures he put her in for Endymien.; Har- 
cules, the great Subduer of Monſters, Was 
himſelf ſubdued by him. And Apollo. that 
cured; as he thoug ht, all Diſeaſes, could not 
find out a e for his Wound. Nay he 
ſpared, not his own Mother Venus, but toſt 
hos from Piliar to Poſt, from Heaven to Mount 
Ida, for Anchiſes, themes for the A//yrian Youth 
to Libanus; Notwithſtanding ſhe threatned, 
as Plutarch has it, to clip bis Wings, wrt 
his Bow, and ſeverely whip, han.
